year. 
The Coordinating Council 
is 
made up of interested parents, 
representatives of social, civic 
and religious organizations who 
are concerned w ith the welfare 
of youth. Mrs. Sydney Noles is 
president. 


THE 
SUGGESTED 
GUIDING 
principles for parents follow: 
1. Insist that your boy or girl 
go to no party to which he or 
she is not invited, and insist 
that no one be allowed at your 
party w ho is not invited. 
2. Have no parties at your 
house unless you are there. 
The Coordinating Youth Coun­ 
cil feels strongly that every 
party of teen-agers should be 
adequately chaperoned. 
3. Impress upon your son or 
daughter that w hen he or she 
is driving someone in a car 
he or she is responsible for 
that person’s safety. 
4. Think of this! Do you, as 
a parent, have the right to 
serve any intoxicating drinks 
to someone else’s children? If 
you do serve them or have al­ 
coholic 
beverages 
available, 
then you, as an adult, are res­ 
ponsible. 
5. T he Coordinating Y’outh 
Council disapproves of parties 
running into the small hours 
of the morning. Please insist 
that your boy or girl telephone 
you if he or she is to be out 
later th a n has been agreed. 
6. W e feel 
th a t our boys 
should ask the parents of their 
girls w hat time the girls are 
expected 
home 
and 
comply 
with the parents wishes. They 
should also advise the parents 
where they are going. 
7. If a parly is being planned 
for your home, notify the pol- 
lice in advance giving date and 
hours of party, nam es of chap­ 
erones, 
and the 
num ber of 
guests expected. If you 
live 
o u t s i d e the city of Palm 
Springs the Police Department 
will arrange with the Coun­ 
ty Sheriff to have your vicinity 
checked frequently. These pre­ 
cautions will reduce attempts 
at party crashing, and will 
avoid unnecessary noise which 
might disturb your neighbors.

IN ADDITION to the natural 
beauty which is furnished by its 
setting, tlie track and all b u ild ­ 
ings will he comparable lo Santa 
Anita or Hollywood Park. Bogert 
said. 
The Horse Racing Board a n ­ 
nounced 
the hearing after the 
Desert Turf Club officers present 
ed a list of sponsors who are w ill­ 
ing to put up more than a half 
million dollars in the project. 
Officers of the group are: Bo­ 
gert. president; H. L. Gogcrty, 
owner of Desert Air Hotel, vice 
president: and Johnrfy Mawson, 
noted quarterhorse owner and 
owner of the Economy Blueprint 
company of Los Angeles, secre- 
tary-treasurer. 


PLANS CALL for an expendi­ 
ture of more tthan a million 
dollars in construction and b e a u ­ 
tification 
of all facilities and 
grounds. 
The site is located on the De) 
Sol road, between Tam arisk and 
Thunderhird Country clubs and 
is backgrounded by the Santa 
Rosa, San Jacinto and San Gor- 
gonio mountains. 
Construction of the plant will 
start immediately upon receiv­ 
ing approval of the board, ac­ 
cording to Bogert.

Our Gardens in the Desert 


By .’ELOMA WALDRON 


From somo recent discussions 
which I have had with new resi­ 
dents in the Valley, I find that 
there is much interest in what to 
do with our soils to have the hest 
growing results with garden m a­ 
terial. The very fact that this is 
an Agricultural Valley is proof 
that the growing possibilities are 
here if we just find the particular 
“trick" which takes care of the 
particular type soil condition in 
our own area. It must be borne 
in mind, too. that the soil even 
in one small garden m ay vary in 
tvpe., You m ay have heavy clay 


or adobe, sandy soil or even al­ 
kali or other types, all in one 
garden. Sands loam or medium 
loam are considered the best type 
of garden soil. It is light enough 
to crumble if you touch a small 
lump of it that you have crushed 
together in your hand, and yet it 
will crush together if slightly 
holds sufficient amounts of w a­ 
ter. but does not become overwet 
damp. It is easy to work and 
or soggy with frequent watering. 
It needs only moderate amounts 
of food, and most types of ordin-

ary garden plants grow easily in 
this soil. 
HOWEVER, if your g a r d e n 
packs hard like a roadbed, or 
becomes soggy with water when 
vou give it a large amount of 
water, and then cracks in the 
sun. you are more than apt to 
have "adobe" or "hardpan”’ or 
any of the other names for a 
hard packed soil, in our locality 
with little rain fall there migh* 
also he alkali. Soil sulphur helps 
counteract this condition and hu­ 
mus or "living matter" like peat 
moss, dry leaves, or materials 
from compost heaps, are wonder­ 
ful worked into these hard soils 
to give them an “open" or looser 
content. This material expands 
with water and fertilizer and 
hnldsvenough moisture for the 
plants, but allows excessive w at­ 
er to carry on through. 
New homes built upon a lot 
which has been vacant for some 
time are the gardens which will 
undoubtedly need humus worked 
into the beds before they are of 
the right content 'or successful 
gardening. In this class too. are 
the older gardens which have 
been long neglected and al­ 
lowed to grow only bermuda 
g r a s s. These gardens can be 
brought into very good growing 
soil, with a little careful plan­ 
ning and treatment. 
IF YOU DO NOT KNOW what 
type of soil you have and can- 
hot determine the type, then It 
is well to take a sample of It 
to someone who does—your Ag­ 
ricultural experimental station, 
or your nurseryman. This could 
save you much time and expense 
by learning at first what you 
need to add, or subtract, from the 
soil and when to do it and in 
what amounts. 
This need not be a lengthy 
process, for modern chemicals 
h a v e made soil conditioning 
both easier and quicker. You 
need not even condition the 
whole garden at once. It can be 
done a bed at a time or the 
lawn area at one time and the 
different flower and shrub beds 
conditioned according to what 
type of material you wish to 
plant in these particular loca­ 
tions. Bo sure that you obtain 
your information from a reliable 
source and then do not hesitate 
In take those suggestions which 
come from long experience in 
this particular locality. _______

Your Congressman received a 
sudden invitation to go down to 
lunch at the White House on the 
14th with the chairman of the 
Appropriations committee. The 
others present, besides the Pres 
ident himself, were the Director 
of the Budget and one of the 
President’s personal staff. With 
the exception oí the Armed Ser­ 
vices appropriation bill, mine 
nrobablv c o v e r s the broadest 
field, and certainly, with the nos- 
sible exceotioii of foreign aid. il 
contains the most controversial 
items. 
I was again surprised, as I 
have been in the 4 months of 
this session, with the President’s 
grasp of details, in spite of the 
almost unbelievable weight of 
the domestic and international 
problems thrust on him the mo­ 
ment he entered the White House, 
the President will display, often 
unexpectedly, a knowledge of the 
details of some budget item he 
could be expected to know little 
about. It is not proper to quote 
a President, hut I think it is in 
order to say that President Ikri’s 
attitude on economy, on the bud­ 
get cuts we are trying to make, 
and on several much discussed 
items in the Independent Offices 
hill, were pleasing to both Mr. 
Taber and myself. 
LIFE ROLLS MERRILY along 
in the Congress. At the moment 
we are on the receiving end of 
several letter and wire cam ­ 
paigns. Members of Congress and 
of state legislatures will all un­ 
derstand me when I say that a 
lobbyist, even for the most rep­ 
utable organization, sometimes 
has to create an "issue"—if only 
to prove to the membershln that 
he is earning his salarv. I think, 
for example, every VFW auxil­ 
iary in the country must have 
wired their individual Congress 
men, and most of them have 
phoned our office to find out 
what it was all about. The tele­ 
grams, in many instances, urged 
that "cuts in the veterans bud­ 
get be restored." I gather the la­ 
dies had been notified by the 
Washington lobbyist that cuts 
had been made, or were contem­ 
plated in the hospitalization 
items. 
We have not yet received, as 
I write this, the VA budget re 
quests for fiscal 19541 Wo do not 
ourselves know what the figures 
are. Not only that, but in the 6 
years I have been on the sub­ 
committee land its chairman 
this seventh year) we have not 
cut the items covering requests 
for hospitalization. I am fully 
aware (hat the report went out 
that we cut $31-mlllion from last 
year’s budget. Actually we al­ 
lowed $4.1-millipn more, in this 
area, than the VA had the year 
before. The reduction we made 
was from the request for addl 
tlonal mono- and was not from 
the hospitalization item. Mem­ 
bers of the veterans groups out­ 
side of Washington will event­ 
ually discover that the problems 
they have been told to fear may 
not be in Congress at all, but in 
the administrative area of the 
VA itself, and that these are in 
the process of correction. There 
are some features of the situa­ 
tion I have not wanted to discuss 
in these letters. Perhaps a small 
illustration can help: The VA 
announced last fall that a “out 
in the budget" compelled it to 
drop over 2300 employes. The

SPEAKING OF these letter and 
wire campaigns, in wltifh the 
writers are sometimes not fully 
aware of the facts, I think the 
prize situation had to do with 
the mail delivery furor a couple 
years ago. It was proposed to 
have only one mail delivcrv a 
day in residential areas. That 
saves us $80-million a year, and 
we have not had any complaints 
in two years. Yet so thoroughly 
was the word passed around, at 
that time, that Congressmen re­ 
ceived letters from small com ­ 
munities, which had never even 
had one delivery a day in their 
residential areas, urging the res­ 
toration of the twice-a day ser­ 
vice!
